That the City Manager, w T. Williams, Jr., be and he is hereby authorized
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to execute the contract exhibited by him to the City Council with Associated
Aviation Underwriters authorizing said corpany to sell annual and short term
travel insurance policies by automatic vending machines and counters at Robert
Mueller Municipal Airport during the two years period from November 1, 1956,
to November 1, 1958, in consideration of the payment to the City of thirteen
(13%) per cent of all cash monies collected by sald company.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves as a filling
station site the property located at the southwest corner of West 2Uth Street
and Rio Grande Street, which property fronts 193.0 feet on West 2hth Street and
92.3 feet on Rio Grande Street, being known as Lot 9 of Raymond's Subdivision
of Qutlots 38 and 39, Division D in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
and hereby authorizes the said S. F. Hurt to construct, maintain, and operate a
drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps, and sidewalks
in conjunction therewith subject to the same being constructed in compliance
with all ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing
attached recommendations and plans. The Building Inspector is hereby authorilzed
+to issue an oceupancy permit for the coperation of this filling station after full
compliance with all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission shall
be held to be granted and accepted to all necessary, reasonsble and proper,
present and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in
the enforcement of the proper Poliwe, Traffic and Fire regulations; and the right
of revocation is retained, if after hearing i% is found by the City Council that
the sald 8. F. Hurt has failed and refused and will continue to fail and refuse
to perform any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of S. F. Hurt for
permission to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-Iin gasoline filling
gtation and to consiruct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the property located at the southwest corner of West 24th Street and Rio Grande
Street, which property fronts 193.0 feet on West 24th Street and 92.3 feet on
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Rio Grande Street, belng kanown as Lot 9 of Raymond's Subdivision of Qutlots 38
and 39, Division D in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property
upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by S. F. Hur®t and is
under leasse to the Continental 0il Company. We hereby advise that the following
conditions exist. )

"The property upon which this £illing station is to be located is designated
as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"a11 drainege, natural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such & mapnner that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street, snd furthermore, shall mot create a nuisance to others
in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such dralnage shall
be mntirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste comnection to
8 storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discontinued, if
the waste becomes a nulsance or damages any property or rights of others in the
vieinity of the open dralnageway.

"We recommend that S. F. Hurt be granted permission to comstruct, maintain,
and operate said drive-in gasoline f£41ling station and to construct curbs, ramps
snd sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following conditions.

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equip-
ment ig installed. Lines and grades to be cobtained from the Department of Public
Works for entrances and driveways; bullding lines to be approved by the City
Building Inspector. That the applicent shall confer with the Departmwent of
Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any constructlon relative to the filling statlon.

“(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pups shall
be s0 located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, streei, Or
alley.

"(3) fThat the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment uged in connection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
vear the isbel of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all construction of
the filling station improvements ghall be in accordance with the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the F1lling Station Ordinance, and in accordance
with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercisl water or oills upon the
City Streeis.

n(}4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease
and sand zrap which shall be comstructed in accordance with our standard plan
2 - H - 1h6.

"(5) That all £illing station lmprovements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set Porth upon the plan, hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H - 1472,
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"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - H - 1472 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he haé complied with all the require-
nents of the City of Austin for filling statlons, he shall apply for a final
inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certification
of Qperation before such filling station can be put into sexvice.

MR, STANLEY MATTHEWS, Longhorn Body Works, reported on a wreck involving
a wrecker and police car at the intersection of Oltorf and South Congress, at
5:20 A.M., October 21st.

WHEREAS, a portion of said Westfield A has been resubdivided into what 1s
known as Ward and Treadwell Addition, a mep or plat of same of record in Book L,
at page 90, Plat Records of Travls County, Texas, and Lot 2 of Block 3 of same
being covered in the area described in the instrument referred to above; and,

WHEREAS, an enclosed storm sewer pipe has been installed along the south

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. TBAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumerated be granted to said
Trafton and Sons, the boundary of which is deseribed as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southeast corner of the above described
property;: thenece in a easterly direction and at right
angles to the center line of San Jacinto Boulevard to a
polnt 5 feet west of the west curb line; thence in a
northerly direction and parallel with the center line of
San Jacinto Boulevard approximately 25 feet to & point;
thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the
center line of San Jacinto Baulevard to the esst line of
the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
s2id Trafton and Sons, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the Ffollowing
express terms and conditions: ’

(1) That the Contractor shsll construct a guard rail within the boundary
lines of the above described space, such guard rail to be at least 4 feet high
substantially braced and anchoréd. %The Contractor will also be permitted to
use two parking meter speaces immediately in front of the entrance in the basrricad
for the delivery of removal of materials during construction work.

{(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space a
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substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not is use,and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This
gate 1s not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material st the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(%) That “"No Parking" sigas sball be placed on the streetusideol the
parricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office
within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the comstruction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done due
+o obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway,
barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and
provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricedes, loose mater-
jals and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immedistely after the
necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time
40 be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
verricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than November 10, 1956.

(20) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguasrds if the conditions demand it.

be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserve
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shell not 4

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contrac-
tor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the
Contractors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000), which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person or J
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercls
or shuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and
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shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public
property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work
and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards
during the occupancy of the space.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That W, T. Williams, Jr., City Manager, be and he is hereby authorized to
execute an agreement between the Clty of Austin and Texas Heritage Foundation,
Ine. evidencing the consent of the City of Austin that said Texas Heritage
Foundation, Inc. at its own expense and in compliance with all ordinances of
the City, may use the following described land owned by the City of Austin in
Travis County, Texas for the purpose of locating, restoring and maintsining
in its original condition as a public museum er library that certain frame
residence known as the "OiHenry Honeymoon Cottage"; to wit:

That certaln 1.3k acres of land, more or less, same being out of
and a part of that certaln tract of land out of Outlot 10, Division Z
of the Goverament Outlots adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis
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County, Texas, according to a map or plat of the sald Government
‘Qutlots on file #n the General Land Office of the State of Texas,
which was conveyed to the City of Austin by Warranty Deed dated
November 21, 1932 of record in Volume 485 at Page 331 of the Deed
Records of Travis County, Texas; said 1.34k acres of land being more
particularly described by metes and bounds as follows:

BEGINNING at the most easterly corner of Lot 19 of Shoal Terrace,
acsubdivision of a portion of the said Outlot No. 10, Division Z
of the Government Outlots, and being of record in Book 3 at Page 225
of the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas;

THENCE, following the south line of the said Shoal Terrace Subdivision,
same being the north line of the herein described tract, with the
following five (5) courses:

(1) s. 862 50t W. 110.67 feet to a point;

(2) ~w. 63_ 21! W. 215.5 feet to & point;

(3) N. 67 18' W. 137.0 feet to a point;

(L) 8. 772 18' W. 205.07 feet to & point;

(5) 8. 69° 321 W. 113.58 feet to the most westerly corner of the
herein described tract of land;

THENCE, following a line in a southeasterly direction, same being the
most southerly line of the herein described tract, 255.0 Teet, more or
less, to & point in the west line of Shoal Creek Boulevard, said point
being at the point of curvature of a curve whose angle of intersection
is TT 16', whose tangent distance is 133.73 feet and whose radius is
167.32 feet;

THENCE, following the west and north lines of Shoal Creek Bouleverd in
an easterly direction to the point of intersectlion between the north
line of the said Shoal Creek Boulevard and the west line of Gaston
Avenue;

THENCE, following the west line of Gaston Avenuwe in a northerly
direction to the polnt of beginning.

The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following vote:
Ayes: Councilmen Long, Falmer, Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: DNone

The City Manager reported that in the clearance for the airport, an
electric lighting system in the Harmon Avenue Little League Field had to be
purchased, and they can be salvaged, with the C. A. A. receiving one-half the
salvage receipts. He asked that he be authorized to advertise for the sale of
the poles in newspapers in surrounding towns. After it was determined that the
City would have no need for this equipment, Councilman Long moved that the City
Manager be suthorized to advertise the sale of this lighting equipment as he
recommended. The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following
vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Palmer, Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: None
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The City Manager submitted & recommendation for contracting with the
Tixed base operators in the Ailrport, including in their contracts their selling
gasoline, and the city fixing a charge for all gasoline delivered to them. This
fixed base operator type of operation was used practically on all of the filelds
and was working out much better, and he believed it would be satisfactory to the
public and would produce more money for the City. This contract would be on a
three-year basis. After discussion, Councilman White moved that the plan be
approved as submitted by the City Manager. The motion, seconded by Councilman
Pearson, carried by the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Palmer, Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: None :

The City Manager submitted a plan of financing the building of new
hangars at the airport. He stated the hond program provided for some funds
for the construction of the hangars, but the comstruction had been postponed
to meet the C.A.A. schedule. Some funds would be left over in Phase I, which
could be used for the hangars. Councilman Palmer suggested exploring the
possibility of leasing the property for someone to put up thelr own hangars
and pay them out in ten yesars.

The City Manager stated a group came in regarding Water Control District
No. 8 north east of the city, dut the new Manor Road and almost to the town of
Manor. The problem 1s the approach main. He explained the proposed construc-
tion of a line within 2 or 3 years. To serve this district there would be needed
a 12" line, costing around $25,000. He outlined a propesal that he thought could
be worked out with the distriet on a refund basis, thelr paying the cost of this
approach main. The Counecil was in agreement with the proposal, and the City
Manager stated he would submit the proposal to the District to see 1f they could
work &t out also.

Counicilman Pearson submitted a request from the Coco Cola Bottling Works;
that since the City has walled in the Treaty Osk with a 5' concrete wall, cutting
across one of the corners of the lot, and since china berry itrees had grown up
in the little corner not fenced off and are cluttering up the Bottling Company's
grounds, that they be permitted to cut the trees down, and move their cyclone
fence over to the city's fence, and use this 1ittle corner and keep it clean.
They would write a letter stating they recognized this as city property. He
stated he would ask them to come in and work ocut a definite agreement with the
City Manager. There were no objections from the members of the Council.

Councilman Long inguired sbout the purchase of the South Loop as regard-
ing MRS. FARMER, whose property was in the 600' area, and who was being incoaven-
ienced by not being able to make other plans pending the purchase of this propert)
After discussion of this and other cases, the Council decided to meet at 4:00
to go over this policy, and to meet with the appraisers and discuss the purchase
of the right-of-way for the east side.
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The City Manager submitted a paving project on ..Bomeria Drive from Burnet
Road east to the alley, in which the property;west of the alley was commerclal;
that to the east was residential. The owners of the residential property did
not care to pave, but the others did. The Council was agreeable to permitting
the paving of the half-block as the owners wanted.

Discussion of the paving being held up due to moving of the utility lines
was held. The procedure was disuvussed, and it was decided to notify everyone
by mail when the required amount of money was in, and give them a schedule of
how the work would proceed. It was believed this information would be helpful
to the people involved.

MR. BLODGETT announced a meeting with the GREATER EAST AUSTIN DEVELOFPMENT
COMMITTEE on the urban renewal program, and invited the Council to attend at
2:00 P.M., October 26th.

Councilman White moved that the University Election Committee be granted
permission to hold a parade on October 29th in the University Area. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Palmer, Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: None

MR, BLODGETT reported the goal for the United Fund for the City employees
was $24,000, and there was raised $28,029. There was T5% participation.
Councilman White moved that a letter be sent to be published in THE MUNICIPAL
commending the city employees on their interest in the community. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Palmer, Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: None

Councilman Pearson commended MRE. BLODGETT on his part in this drive.

With respect to setting up an Auvditorium Committee to review rates to
be charged when the Auditorium is completed, Councilman Pearson named MR. JACK
DISMUKES, Chanber of Commerce, and MR. JOHN ADAMS, Junior Chanber of Commerce,
to serve on this Committee. Councilman White submitted the name of MR. CARL
BREDT, Associate Dean of Student Life at the University of Texas to serve.
Discussion was held on the time to appoint a Commitiee. Mayor Miller suggested
considering the charges next year. Councilman Long suggested using the present
Aunditorium Committee which would be an excellent committee to study the rates.
Councilman Pearson suggested a comnittee representing a cross-section of the
city to study rates and recommend back to the Council; and when there were
inguiries, there would be a list of rates available. The City Manager stated
there were several inquiries about the Auditorium; and as the completion time
approached, there would be many requests for bookings, and it would be necessary
t0 have a manager. Brief discussion was held on when 1t would be necessary to
employ a manager.
